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Abstract of GB569740 

A medicinal ointment for nasal application is obtained by mixing extracts of cardamoms, neem and 
myrobolans into a base formed mainly or wholly of animal fat in an atmosphere of steam and adding 
camphor to the mixture, the sum of the proportions of camphor and of the extracts of cardamoms and 
neem being greater than that of the extract of myrobolans. The fatty base may be the ghee of buffalo 
milk or a mfxture of castor oil with an excess of lard. The mixture may also contain extract of fennel fruit 
and/or a perfume such as oil of sandalwood or musk. The hot mixture from the steam treatment may 
be filtered through a fine cloth and filled while still hot into soft metal tubes in which it is marketed, the 
setting to an ointment taking place in the tube. The extracts are prepared by soaking the materials in a

According to the present invention the 
ointment is prepared by mixing an extract 
of camphor and extracts of cardamoms 
^5 aiLcL neem with a smaller proportion of an 
extract of myrobolane in an atmosphere of 
steam into a base of ghee formed of 
buffalo milk. The proportion of the ghee 
in the finished ointment ia preferably 
greater than 75% and the proportion of 
myxobolans. is preferably leas than 10 %* 
Convenient percentages are approximately 
37% ghee, &% camphor with cardamoms 
and neeni and 6 % myrobolaaifl, - 

The ghee,, which may be described as a 
form of .clarified butter, is prepared from 
the:btiifelo~inilk ih the manner well-known 
in -India, talons care to remove, any acid

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.;Tlie -various extracte are initially pre- 30 
pared in the nmial manner by soaking the 
natural vegetable (preferably finely 
chopped) in water for a suitable time. The 
camphor used is conveniently that known 
in India ae Xapur inuehak and it" is 35 
"usually preferable, for the camphor to 
predominate to some extent over * the 
cardamoms and neem.

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" ' . According, to one feature of the present 
invention the base consists" of a mixture of 
castor oil and lard, in which the lard pre- 
dominates. The relative proportions of 
5 cantor oil and lard may vary, but good re- 
sults hare been obtained with, "proportions 
in the neighbourhood of one part of castor 
oil to three parts of lard. 

According to a further feature" of the 
\0 present invention a small quantity of ex- 
tract of fennel seed is added to theinii^

According to yet another feature of tha 
invention a small quantity of perfume is 
15 added to the mixture, Primarily - the

1. A method of preprnig medicinal ■omfc- 
25 ment, according to ^hjch eafeaete" of 

cardamoms, neem and "myrobolaaiG are 
mixed into a base formed mainly or 
wholly of animal fat in an atmosphere of 
steam, and camphor ig added to flic mix- 
30 hire, the sum of the proportions of the 
camphor and of the extracts of cardamoms 
and neem being greater than that of the 
extract of myroholans. 

2. A method as claimed in Claim 1, in 



which the fat base comprises ghee of <35 
buffalo mil* . 

3. A method as claimed in Claim 1, in 
which the fat base comprises- a mixture 
of castor oil and lard, wherein the lard 
predominates. 40 

4. A method as claimed in any one of 
Claims 1 — 3, in wbioh the fat base com- 
prises more than 75%' of the mixture, 

5. A method as claimed in Claim 4, in 
which the ingredients are mixed appioxi- 45 
mately in the proportions of 87%! fat base, 
8% camphor with cardamoms and neem 
and 5%. myrobblans. 

6. A method as claimed in any one of 
Claims 1—5, in which the niyrobolaua 60 
used comprises a mixture of black 
chebulicr myrobolans, baleric myrobolans 
and emblic myrobolans, 

7. A method as claimed in any one of 
Claims 1— 6, in which a small quantity o£ 5b 
estead-* of fennel fruit is added to the 
mixture. 

8. A method as claimed in any one of 
Claims 1 — 7, in which a perfume giving 
either a heating or a cooling effect is added go 
to the mixture,. 

9. A medicinal ointment when prepared 
according to the method claimed in any 
one of the preceding claims,
